La Salle, 111., Nov. 6.—The Farmers 
and Miners' bank of Ladd, a mining 
town, was held up and robbed Monday 
afternoon. 
The assistant cashier, J. 
J. Hurley, was alone in the bank when 
two men entered and asked for some 
pennies. 
The next moment, covering 
Mr. Hurley with revolvers, they order­ 
ed him to throw up his hands, and 
marched him to a back room, where 
they bound him hand and foot. 
After 
taking a quanity of money the men 
escaped. 
The amount of their booty 
is about $7,000. 
Ladd was thrown into a state of ex­ 
citement by the daring holdup. 
One 
of the two masked robbers guarded 
the street door while the other scoop­ 
ed up the cash. 
Some reports say 
that the amount stolen Is $20,000.

was mostly in currency. 
The robbers 
had b^en gone an hour before the rob­ 
bery wag discovered and the Imprison­ 
ed bank officers released.

Austin, Nov. 6.—-The Texas railroad 
commission proposes to regulate and 
reduce sleeping car fares, but first 
proposes to assume Jurisdiction over 
sleeping car service.
